29th, and is in part as follows: 


“The moment has arrived to give a public 
explanation of my conduct and my pur- 
‘poses, which are always in accord with my 
sense of duty to the country I serve. The 
Americans, tacitly our allies, have ter- 
minated the war with Spain and signed a 
treaty of peace. ’ 

“I believed it was my duty not to 
move, for any political or other object, 
from the*"spot where I had drawn my 
swori so long as the enemies of the 
army had completely evacuated the is- 
land. / 

My presence elsewhere would have dis- 
turbed the repose and calmness neces- 

sury to consolidate peace; nor ought I to 
have caused the Cubans trouble by unnec- 
essary manifestations during the jubilee. 

“Cuba Is Not Yet Free.” 
_ “The period of transition is terminated; 
“the army of the enemy is abandoning the 
country; the sovereignty of the Great 

United States is beginning, as stipulated in 

the protocol, over all the island. 

‘‘But Cuba is not yet free or inde- 
pendent. Self government is not yet 
ecnstituted. For that reason we must 
dedicate ourselves to bringing about 
the disappearance of the cause for 
American intervention. : 

“But above everything else, in fhe spirit 
of justice to the Cuban army, it is nec- 
essary that before the liberators of the 
peopie can dissolve, as a guarantee of order 
the debt which the country owes to its sol- 
diers should be satisfied. Awaiting this 
result, I remain in my present position, al- 
Ways ready to help the Cubans finish the 
work to which I have dedicated my life.” 

Major General Brooke had a long con- 
ference today with Generals Butler, Wade 
and Clous regarding Cuban administration.

SHOW INCREASE. 


RECEIPTS 


Monthly Statement of Receipts and 
Expenditures of United States. 
Washington, January 3.—The monthly 
statement of the receipts and expenditures 
of the United States shows that the total 
receipts for December were $41,404,793, as 
compared with $59,646,698 for December, 
1897. This last amount, however, includes 
about $31,700,000 received on account of the 
Pacific railroad @ebdt. Independent of those 
payments the increase for the last month 
as compared with the same month in 1897 

was about $13,400,000. ° 

The receipts from customs last month 
were $16,764,324, an increase over December, 
1897, of about $4,100,000. 

Internal revenue 
$8,290,000. 

The receipts for the six months since 
July 1, 1898, amounted to $245,961,889, a net 
gain over the same period in 1897 of over 
$38,000,000, not including the $31,700,000 re- 
ceived from the Pacific railroads... During 
the last six months the receipts from cus- 
toms increased from $42,825,020 to $96,045,- 
§39 and from internal revenue sources from 
$85,498,203 to $138,349,339. 

The disbursements during December last 
amounted to $41,864,807, which is only $460,- 
000 in excess of the receipts.

MINISTER HAS NOT REPORTED. 


Matter of Proposel Extension of 
French Territory Not Settled. 
Washington, January 3.—United States 
Minister Conger, at Pekin, has not ad- 
vised the state department of the reception 
accorded his protest against the proposed 
extension of the French settlement at 
Shanghai over territory claimed to belong 
to the American concession. Therefore, the 
department feels Warranted in assuming 
that the matter is not finally coneluded and 
it has not been advised that the Chinese 
government has confirmed the French 

claim as reported. 

Even if that were so, the action could 
not be regarded as final by our govern- 
ment, which has so far not had any deal- 
ings. directly with the French government 
touching this conflict of interests which 
are believed to be incident to the e7orts 
of competing steamship lines and com- 
mercial houses to obtain predominant ad- 
vantages along the water front. 

It is not regarded as probable that there 
will be any serious difficulty experienced in 
arriving at a satisfactory settlement.

Quay Expresses Himself as Confident 
of Success and Says He Will Un- ° 
doubtedly Be Elected at the 
Joint Convention of the 
Legislature. 


Harrisburg, Pa., January 3.—Despite the 
efforts of the opponents of Senator Quay 
to secure a postponement of the senatorial 
caucus until a later date, the adherents of 
the senior senator carried their point to- 
night and secured the indorsement of their 
favorite by 109 of the 164 republican mem- 
bers of the Pennsylvania legislature. This 
is nineteen less than the number to elect 
a United States senator on joint ballot, the 
total membership being 254, of which 128 is 
a majority. The anti-Quay leaders are ju- 
bilant over the result of the caucus, and 
claim that the man they are fighting can 
never succeed himself in the senate. On 
the other hand, the’ Quay followers and 
Senator Quay himself express confidence of 


ultimate victory. They say that of the ab-* 


sentees two members of the house are Kept 


» @way by sickness, and will vote for Senator 


Quay. This would leave him 17 votes short 
of the number necessary to elect, and the 
efforts of the Quay leaders will be directed 
during the next two weeks toward secur- 
ing these votes. It goes without saying 
that they will be just as’ bitterly opposed 
in the future .by the group of men who 
have made the fight against Mr. Quay as 
they have been in the past. 

The caucus was held in the hall of the 
house of representatives,. which was pack- 
ed to suffocation. 

Vote Below Expectation. 

The Quay leaders, during the past few: 
days have been claiming anywhere from 
118 to 135 votes in the caucus. The fact 
that the actual figure was away below 
their lowest claim ts regarded by many 
here as a source of great disappoinment 
to them. This class of prophets is strong 
in the belief that Senator Quay is beaten. 
Undoubtedly the decision of Senator David 
Martin at an early hour this morning to 
remain out of the caucus had much to do 
with the success of the efforts of the anti- 
Quay people. Senator Quay has expressed 
all along that Martin would be with him 
when the time came to make his vote ef- 


fective, but others well informed on the | 


situation ‘have felt. that if Mr. Martin found 
it possible to defeat Senator Quay, he 
would throw all the strength of his politi- 
cal power against him. 3 

All agree that mugh depends upon the ac- 
tion that the state suprem®% court will take 
in Philadelphia on January 7th on the pro- 
ceedings brought before-that body through 
a writ granted recently, the effect of which 
is to bring the criminal proceedings against 
Senator Quay before the court of review. 
If the proceedings are quashed by the su- 
preme court Mr. Quav will assuredly be re- 
elected. If, on tne contrary, the court re- 
fuses to interfere with the regular course 
of the legal procedure against Senator 
Quay and decides that he must stand trial 
on the indictments found against him, there 
can be no doubt that the position of his 
opponents will be greatly strengthened. 

Grady Presides Over Caucus. 

Senator Grady, of Philadelphia, presided 
over the caucus. He called the assemblage 
to order at 8:10 p. m. and made a serious 
speech, reminding the party representatives 
_ present that the duty of selecting a man 
to represent the great state of Pennsyl- 
vania and the party in the United States 
genate for the next six years was a grave 
+ Tesponsibility and counseling the legislators 
to exercise the utmost caution in discharg- 
ing the important duty before them. 

The roll call showed twenty-seven of the 
thirty-seven republican members of the 
senate present and eighty-one of the 127 
members of the house—a total of 108. Later

The outburst of applause which followed 
this motion was by far the greatest :demon- 
stration of the night. Cheer followed cheer 
and the Allegheny man who has so long 
fought Mr. Quay was assuredly the lion of 
the hour. 

The motion was carried and adjournment 
was had immediately after, the caucus hav- 
ing consumed one and a half hours’ time. 

Senator Quay made this statement at 
midnight: “I am entirely satisfied with the 
result of tonight’s caucus. A number of 
members of the legislature who would not 
agree to enter the caucus tonight have as- 
sured me of their cordial support when the 
assembly méets in joint convention. These 
votes will be more than sufficient to elect 
me. [I am absolutely confident of my 
success.’’

Anti-Quay Leaders Declare Quay Is 
Defeated.

HE CARRIED MESSAGES TO ADMIRALS 


Tells of Philippine Situation and Pre- 
dicts Trouble for the United States 
Troops There. 


Chicago, January 3.—Major A. von Son- 
nenburg, German military attache to the 
empire of Japan, the man who carried the 
message between Admiral von Diedrichs 
and Admiral Dewey by which permission 
was given for the transportation of Cap- 
tain General Augusti from Manila to Hong 
Kong on a German war vessel, is in 


Chicago. . 

‘Major von Sonnenhurg is the typical Ger- 
man army officer. He is a broad-shoulder- 
ed young man with an erect carriage. At 
the Auditorium he related certain hitherto 
unwritten bits of history of American 
operations in the Philippines. 

“I did not witness the destruction of 
Montejo’s fleet by your Admiral Dewey, but 
I saw much of the subsequent events. Be- 
cause of what I saw I want to correct at 
least one false impression—that there was 
any ill feeling between the commanders of 
the American and German fleets. There 
was a disagreement, I admit, over the right 
of the Americans to search German ships, 
but that was soon settled. 

“Then-as to the Augusti incident, there 
was nothing secret about that transaction. 
I, myself, was the messenger between the 
two admirals in the discussion over the 
disposition of Augusti. Admiral von Died- 
richs asked whether or not Admiral Dewey 
would object to Captain General Augusti 
taking passage on one of the German dis- 
patch boats running to Hong Kong. Ad- 
miral Dewey said that he would not if the 
former captain general would make some 
kind of a parole by which he would no 
longer bear arms against the United States. 
This was given and the incident was closed, 
as the diplomats would say. 

“As to the Americans, both ashore and 
aboard ship, I may say that I never met 
a finer body of men. I admire your volun- 
teers. To my mind they furnish magnifi- 
cent material for soldiers, but I am afraid 
that they‘have a hard task before them in 
the Philippines. I should not want the task 
of controlling those islands unless I had 
fully 50,000 men behind me. Those natives 
are going to be hard problems. / 

“Since the finishing of the Philippine 
question I have been connected with the 
imperial army of Japan as a student of its 
methods of military discipline. To speak 
very conservatively, I believe that next to 
the German army there is not a finer body 
of fighting men in the world than these 
same little Japanese troops. Their discip- 
line is perfect and any ‘nation that picks a 
quarrel with the Japanese is going to have 
no easy time of it. I conser them one of 
the most important factors in future orient 
complications.”

PHILIPPINE PARLIAMENT IS TO MEET

Aguinaldo’s Strength Can Be Gauged 
by the Attendance on This Oc- 
“casion and Beyond Doubt 
His Control Is Gradual- 
iy Decreasing. 


Washington, Jenluary. 3.—General Otis, 
commanding at Manila, has cabled tiie 
war department that General Miller has, 
in his own opinion, the situation well in 
hand at Iloilo and that hea fully under- 
stands the purpcse of the president not 
to crowd the insurgents unduly. It is 
highly desirable that a hostile collision be- 
tween the American forces and the insur- 
gents be avoided at all hazards, at least 
pending the ratificaticn of the peace treaty, 
and as General Miller understands now 
this purpose on the part of the president, 
he will be guided by it and may be relied 
on to resort to force cnly under absolute 
compulsion. 

The officials here are now fully satis- 
fied that the trouble at Iloilo may be 
traced directly back to the Spanish 
ccicrel, who was the senior Spanish 
army officer in the Philippines, and di- 
rectly in command of the Viscayas, in- 
cluding the principal island of .Panay 
and the city and garrison of Iloilo. 
General Otis’s reports show that though 

besieged with his 800 soldiers in Iloilo by 
a superior force, the position of the Span- 
ish was thoroughly tenable. They had re- 
pulsed évery attack of the insurgents and 
had inflicted great loss upon the latter, 
and altogether, there was no reason why 
they should not have held out indefinitely. 
This was particularly the case in view of 
the knowledge on the part of the Spaniards 
that by the terms of the treaty the United 
States government has undertaken to carry 
them back to Spafn; involving, of course, 
their release from the siege at the earliest 


practicable moment. 

It is significant that Rios delayed the 
evacuation of lloilo until he became no- 
tified that the Americans were coming, 
and there is curiosity here to learn how 
that important information reached [lo- 
ilo in advance of the movements of the 
American transports and in the absence 
of cable connection, 

Undoubtedly it was conveyed by a vessel 
and there may be a question raised as 
to the legitimacy of the transmission of 
news of the intention of the American 
troops in advance in this fashion. 

Aguinaldo’s Power Waning. 

One feature of General Otis’s report that 

has escaped mention thus far is his notice

CONGRESS WILL 
RECONVENE TODAY 


Senate Will Adjourn Out ef Respect to 
Senator Morrill. 


IMPORTANT MATTERS ARE UP 


Nicaraguan Bill Will Take Precedence 
in the Senate. 


OTHER LEGISLATION WILL - PRESS ‘IT 


Is Not Thought That Debate on the 
Peace Treaty Will Be Very 
Lengthy. 


Washington, January 3.—Congress will 
reconvene tomorrow in accordance with 
the terms of the holiday adjournment reso- 
lution. The senate will almost immediate- 
ly adjourn for the day as an evidence of re- 
spect for the memory of Senator Morrill. 

It is customary not to transact any busi- 
ness whatever on such occasions, but there 
is a possibility that a message may be re- 
ceived from the president transmitting the 
peace treaty, as it is known to be the gen- 
eral desire that the treaty shal) be formally 
laid before the committee on foreign rela- 
tions at the earliest possible moment go 
that the committee may make its report as 
promptly as consistent with its duty in the 
premises. 

A session of the senate will be held on 
Thursday, but there igs a movement looking 
to an adjournment from that date unti] the 
following Monday based upon the prob- 
ability that there will not be a full attend- 
ance of senators so soon after the holidays, 
This plan will be antagonized by the friends 
of the Nicaraguan canal and by other sena- 
tors who are championing especial meas- 
ures, and it now appears quite probable 
that they will be able to hold the senate for 
at least another day of the week. 


Two Months’ of Work Yet. 

There will be two months of the session 
left, to a day, from the date of reconven- 
ing and the time will be fully occupied if 
half the work is to be done that is planned. 
None of the regular appropriation bills 
have passed the senate and the river and 
harbor bill is to be added to the regular 
list this session. None regard the treaty of 
less importance than the supply bills and it 
will. be pressed along with them when rée- 
ported, practically without regard to other 
bills. 

Of other measures of magnitude which 
will press for consideration in the senate 
during the session the Nicaragua bill will 
take precedence, but it will be urgently 
pressed by the Hawailan government bill, 
the anti-scalping bill and the interstate 
commerce commission bill, to say nothing 
of the probabilities concerning measures 
for the increase of the standing army and 
of the navy. 

The Nicaragua canal] bill will command 
the right of way at the beginning of the 
session, and will hold its place if it is made 
evident that a vote*can be secured upon it 
before the appropriation bills and the treaty 
are to be taken up. If it cannot be disposed 
of before these are brought in, it will be 
temporarily displaced from time to time. 
Tne friends of the bill maintain, however, 
that debate is practically exhausted, and 
they are hopeful of securing a vote at no 
very distant date. They profess to feel 
very mudh encouraged by the preliminary 
report of the Walker commission, whkh 
was made public last week. 

No Long Debate on Treaty. 

There is a growing belief that the treaty 
will not be made the subject of a long de- 
bate, and what two weeks ago was a strong 
probability of its ratification may be said 
to beacertafnty. Nothing less than some 
unforeseen emergency can prevent the sen- 
ate’s favorable action upon it at the pres- 
ent session. There are features in the 
treaty which many senators consider. ob- 
jectionable, but the fact that it is a treaty 
of peace, and that they'as a rule have 
nothing in its stead to offer will prevent 
any factious opposition. So far ag the op- 
ponents have a plan it is to let the treaty 
go through and then devote themselves to 
shaping legislation consequent upon its 
ratification. They may offer their amend- 
ment committing this government against 
an attempt to exercise sovereignty in the 
Philippines, but they do not expect it to 
become a part of the document. 

The treaty will be discussed in executive 
session, but the senators will continue to 
make speeches in the open senate on Sen- 
ator Vest’s anti-expansion resolution. 

If the house body follows its usual custom 
it will adjourn some time during the after- 
noon out of respect to the memory of Sen- 
ator Morrill. Thursday, is to be given to 
the committee on the judiciary, when a 
number of measures reported from it are 
likely to be passed. There is no fixed pro- 
gramme for the remainder of the week,

SUGGESTS A TRIP. TO WASHINGTON 


Committee May Visit National Capital 
To Ask Aid from Congress for 
Contemplated Work. 


Macon, Ga., January 3.—(Special.p—The 
chamber of commerce held its regular 
meeting this afternoon. Routine business 
was transacted and the officers for the year 
were elected. 

The contest for president has been very 
warm. George A. Smith, Edgar 5S. Wilson 
and Morrison R. Rogers were tre condi- 
dates. George A. Smith was elected. The 
yote stood: Smith, 59; Wilson, 22; Rogess, 
12. Mr. A. E. Chappell was elected first 
vic resident. 

M:’ Smith took the chair soon after his 
election and presided over the remaindcr 
of the meeting. He has done great work 
for the chamber of commerce and his elec- 
tion is a fitting tribute to his work. He is 
one of the leading citizens of Macon and 
takes part in everything that is for the 
good of the city. He is president of the 
Macon Navigation Company and has done 
much toward the upbuilding of river nav- 
igation, 

At the meeting this afternoon he read a 
report from the committee on navigation 
which recommended that a committee from 
the board of trade be sent to Washington 
to confer with the committee from con- 
gress on the river\and harbor appropria- 
tions in order to have the Ocmulgee river 
put in condition for navigation. 


County Commissioners Meet. 

The regular meeting of the county com- 
missioners was held today. The same of- 
ficers were elected. They are: Stewart 
Davis, clerk; Blanton Winship, attorney, 
Dr. Worsham, surgeoh; James Watson, 6uU- 
perintendent and J. Davidson, janitor. 

It was thought until today that the coun- 
ty commissioners would probably aid the 
city in building a new bridge across the 
Ocmulgee river. Chairman Davis announc- 
ed this morning that the commissioners 
could do nothing and that it would be un- 
lawful for them to appropriate a single 
dollar to assist the.city without a special 
act of the legislature. 

It now seems as if the city will have to 
erect the bridge without any assistance 
from the county. 

Will Leave Tomorrow Night. 

General Wilson will leave the city to- 
morrow night with his staff and headquar- 
ters corps for Savannah, 

He will proceed. at onee on the 
Panama to Matanzas, where his troops will 
go into camp and where he will command 
the movements of the First army corps 
into Cuba, 

Information was received this morning 
saying that efforts were being made to 
keep the Third North Carolina in service. 
It is Known that Colonel Young, the ne- 
gro who is on command, has a strong pull 
with the president and it is said that he is 
using his influence to keep the men in the 
service. Z 

Major Halford, the paymaster, arrived in 
the city today and began paying off the 
men. He started with the Seventh cavalry 
regiment, and will go to dhe Second Ohio 
tomorrow. It will be several days before 
he completes this work. 

The soldiers will be given a large amount 
of money at this pay day, and the mer- 
chants of the city are expeeting a large 
trade for the next few days. When the 
soldiers were paid off the last time it was 
a noticeable fact that the trade livened up 
to a great extent, 

The soldiers of the Second Ohio are still 
suffering with the grip. One hundred and 
sixty men are sick within their camps. 
They nearly all remain in their own tents, 
however, and are not sent to the hospital 
by the surgeons. 

Private Tilford, of the Third engineers, 
appeared for a courtmartial this morning 
on the charge of cutting another soldier in 
his regiment. The cutting took place soon 
after the troops came here, and since that 
time Tilford has been confined in the guard- 
house. He was defended by Hon. John R, 
Cooper, one of Macon's best criminal law- 
yers, It is said that it was clearly shown 
that the cutting was done In self-defense. 
Those who heard the testimony say that 
the verdict of the court will be one of 
acquittal, 

The men of the Second Ohio will soon 
begin rifle practice. Colonel Kuert has been 
looking for a range for several days, and 
as soon as he locates a place the men will 
begin practice. There are some crack shots 
among the Ohio boys, and it is probable 
that some records will be broken. The new 
Krag-Jorgensen guns have not yet been 
tested, and the men are all anxious to see 
what they can do. '

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|MAXWELL’S GOOD ADVICE. 
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ATIANTA COLORED PREACHER 
DELIVERS ORATION IN MACON. 
An Address Full of Sound Advice to 
His Race—Does Not Object to Suf- 
frage Based on Education. 


Macon, Ga., January 3.—(Special.)—Rev. 
L.B. Maxwell, of Atlanta, Ga., delivered the 
emancipation oration in Macon to an im- 
mense crowd of colored people at the Cot- 
ton avenue Baptist church. 

In some respects it was rather a remark- 
able address, full of sound advice to his 
race, and it was listened to with the closest 
attention. 

Among other things, he said: 

‘Tl will not follow the usual] habit of 
emancipation orators by boasting of what 
we have done and what we have got. Our 
fathers made a good record for us; it 
might have been bettcr, it will stand the 
test, gripe’ dol but I am far more svlicitous 
for the futtre, lest We may not come up to 
their standard.’’ 

He said if this generation, with its greater 
opportunities, does not excel the past, it 
can blame. only itself. That there was a 
period in the development of the individuals 
when reliance upon self was essential, the 
same thing is true of races. In his judg- 
ment, the negro race had reached that. point 
where the saviors of the race must come 
from within the race itself. The emancipa- 
tion proclamation was a national edict, and 
so he would suggest a few things which the 


national government might do to help mat-. 


ters along, but warned his people against 
waiting with outstretched urms toward 
Washington for special legislation in their 
behalf. He declared that character, thrift, 
economy, intelligence, skilled labor and 
common sense were necessary in racial de- 
velopment, but that they could not be 
created by legislation. -He praised the con- 
stitution of the United States as one of the 
finest documents ever conceiveu or drafted 
by man. He compared it to the magua 
charta of England, which he called the 
‘‘keystone of British liberty.’’ He declared 
that a fine: document and ihe enforcement 
of the laws contained in it were two differ- 
ent things. Legally there were ample laws 
to protect the life of every citizen, but 
they were not enforced... He presumed that 
it was because of the present national con- 
ception of states’ rights. He was no great 
admirer of that doctrine, but could not see 
how it hindered those who believed in it 
from executing the laws. 

He cited the fugitive slave law and the 
Dred Scott decision to show that even the 
South Carolina apostle of state’s right be- 
lieved also that the general government had 
a right to protect its citizens. He declared 
that the declaration of the present admin- 
istration that it had no jurisdiction to call 
to account the rioters in the Carolinas goes 
beyond Judge Taney’s decision. Judge 
Taney said Scott had nb standing in the 
United States courts solely because under 
the nationa} constitution he was not a 
citizen of the United States. That claim 
cannot be made now. 

He thought that if the national govern- 
ment would enforce the fifth amendment 
to the Constitution it would te better for 
all concerned. No decent negro would pro- 
test against negro criminals being punish- 
ed to the fullest extent of the law, but 
there was always room for doubt when 
other than a deliberate jury convicted. He 
did not believe lawlessness was the remedy 
for crime; in fact, it had been tried long 
enough to disprove its efficacy. Here he 
urged upon every negro of influence to do 
his utmost “o prevent crime among his 
people. He deplored the fact that su many 
regarded their ballots as a commodity for 
sale. He said that the negro who sold his 
vote was unfit for eitizenship, and should 
be disfranchised.’ That the meanest person 
in the community were the ones who sold 
and the ones who. bought votes. He 
thought that the state should take the mat- 
ter in hand before it is too late. That 
wherever one faction, in an election, was 
found to resort to trade for votes, the other 
side should be given the election, even 
though it polled fewer votes, and that 
where both sides were guilty some _ pro- 
vision should be made by which the in- 
cumbent should hold over till a decent 
election could be held. That the Georgia 
legislature in its recent session d4scussed 
opossums and dogs and negroes, but did 
nothing for ballot reform, to the disap- 


| pointment of the whole state, he thought a 


pity. 

With respect to constitutional amend- 
ments by which suffrage would be placed 
upon an ed@cational basis, he himself did 
not particularly object, providing it was 
fairly and justly executed alike to all. 
Alabama had called a convention already to 
help Booker Washington to solve the negro 
problem. He had thought that the whites 
were satisfied with the progress he was 
making, but it seems not: He told his peo- 
ple that other states would follow, among 
them Georgia; but it would not be so pad 
after all. It would «create an educational 
revival. That when each man was able to 
read his ballot it presupposes that he’ would 
read the discussions in the daily papers, 
and hence would be ready to vote for issues 
rather than for men or parties. 

He suggested a 
rroposition could be executed justly. It 
is no crime of their own that the ante- 
bellum negro cannot read. It has resulted 
from obedience to laws. That he had 
heard the whites declare that the old ne- 
grces were reliable; that they did not sell 
their votes. Permit all who actually gave 
service to: masters to vote although they 
cannot read. It was not their fault, but 
with respect to the post-bellum negroes, 
all who were born since ‘61, ‘the woutd 
give them notice that within three years, 
or five years, those who cannot read may 
not vote. He said that a sixty or a nine- 
ty days’ notice was too short. He did not 
like the clause in the South Carolina con- 
stitution which provides that they must 
be able to read or to interpret the consti- 
tution when read. He was afraid that 
clause would shut out, too, many white peo- 
ple. He refhembered that Webster accused 
Calhoun of inability to interpret the con- 
stitution, and ‘he felt sure that no greater 
than Calhoun lives today in. that state. 

He then turn his attention to some 
things which th@gnegroes themselves must 
do if they would win their way. He ad- 
vised ail to stop singing “My Country ‘Tis 
of Thee’’ who cid not own some of their 
country, That song belonged to land own- 
ers and not to paupers. He told them that 
in 1620, when ttey took hold of the white 
people in Virginia to help them solve their 
preblem, they began with the soil, the hoe, 
the pick, and not with the piano, and they 
would have to begin their.own problem 
in the same way and work up. e laid 
great stress upon character, common sense 
and skill. C

Cared for by Union Soldiers. 
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IT WILL SOON REACH HOME

THE . .HAPTER CONCERNS A GEORGIAN 


Qua cer Wants To Return the Bible 
Which Captain Nisbet Carried to 
the Front in 1861. 


Eatonton, Ga., January 2.—(Special.)—At 
a recent meeting of the president of 
Staie colleges of the various states, Mr. 
George W. Atherton, president of the Penn- 
Sylvania State College, met Dr. H. C., 
White, who represented the Georgia State 
college. 

In the course of the conversation Mr. 
Atherton remarked to Dr. White that he 
had in his possession a Bible and a few 
other articles which came into his hands 
during the late civil war at Newberne, N. 
C., and on the fly leaf of the Bible 
was written the following: 

“Captain R. B, Nisbet, from ‘his wife, M. 
A. Nisbet, Eatonton, Ga.” 

On returning to Georgia, Dr. White re- 
ferred the matter to Mr. Clark Howell, 
editor~of’ The Constitution, who immedi- 
ately opened correspondence with Presi- 
dent Atherton, and offered the columns of 
his paper for any statement he might make 
in regard to these articles, hoping that in 
(nis way he may find the owner. Before 
this letter, President Atherton 
was called to Washington, D. C., and there, 
by a queer coincident, met Captain Evan 
Howell, a member of the commission ap- 
pointed by the president, to investigate the 
conduct of the late war. He related to 
Captain Howell the same facts stated to 
Dr. White. Captain Howell told him that 
he knew, quite intimately, Colonel Rube 
Nisbet, of Eatonton, Ga. On returning to 
his home Mr. Atherton wrote the following 
letter to Colonel Nisbet: 

State College, Center County, Pennsyl- 
vania, December 28, 1898. Captain R. B. 
Nisbet, Eatonton, Ga.—Dear Sir: When 
your troops left Newberne, N. C., in the 
early part of March, 1862, they were in so 
great a hurry that they left a great many 
articles bdhind them which, ordinarily, 
they would have been glad to take along. 
They left a whole encampment of tents 
standing, one of which I occupied for some 
time afterwards, and they left a large num- 
ber of trunks filled with apparel and other 
personal property belonging to officers of 
the troops who were also in a hurry to get 
away. 

Soon after, I came into possession of a 
trunk which had been rifled by negroes of 


in it a pistol, which was afterwards stolen 
from me, and a Bible, with two or thrée 
other articles which I have retained ever 
since, in the hope tinat I might some time 
be able to restore them to the hands of the 
original owner. The Bible is inscribed: 
“Captain R. B. Nisbet; from this wife, M. 
A. Nisbet, Eatonton Ga. 

In a recent conversation with Captain 
Evan Howell, of your state, he told me that 
you were in the confederate service during 
the wa'r, and that he thouegtht it more likeiy 
than not that you were the owner of the 
articles, whom I had so longed hope to find. 
I now write to ask if this impression is 
correct. In that case, I shall take pleasure 
in sending you the Bible and other articles, 
and, if not. I shall be greatly gratified if 
you can put me upon the track of finding 
the proper person., Yours very truly, 

GEORGE W. ATHERTON. 

In reply to this letter, Colonel Nisbet 
stated that he was the owner of the above- 
mentioned articles, but that: neither he, 
then a captain, nor this regiment, the Third 
Georgia volunteers, were ever at Newberne. 
Ths ‘history of the trunk is as follows: In 
the fall of 1861, Colonel Nisbet was at home 
on a short furlough, and was hurried back 
to Virginia to rejoin his command. On his 
way there, he says, that his trunk, contain- 
ing articles of wearing apparel, a pistol 
and a Bible, was lost somewhere between 
Wilmington and Weldon, N. C., and after- 
wards carried to Newberne, where it re- 
mained unclaimed until it fell into. the 
hands of the union forces upon their en- 
trance into that town. Colonel Nisbet says 
he has often wondered what became of 
this trunk, and expressed himself as deep- 
ly gratified to President Atherton in pre- 
serving these few remaining articles and in 
his efforts to find the rightful owner. 
Around the loss of this trunk of a confed- 
erate captain, thirty-seven years ago, and 
its strange and unexpected recovery, cen- 
ters many thoughts. The war, its moving 
hjstory, the ways of reconstruction, the 
earnest and successful efforts of the re- 
turning veterans in effecting the restora- 
tion of their beloved states, the memories 
of *hard-fought battles, painful wounds, 
the days of imprisonment, loved ones at 
home, and now the era of good feeling. 

Tine young officer of the union army of 
69 is now a distinguished and learned pres- 
ident of a great institution. The young con- 
federate captain, after attaining the rank 
of colonel in Lee’s immortal ary, after 
wounds and imprisonment, and restoration 
to health through the brotherly care of) his 
whilom enemies, is now a grayh-aired yet- 
eran, quietly pursuing the duties of {his 
profession, and as devoted to his nat ve 
state in peace, as he was ready to shed his

MAY NOT DIVIDE CITY FUNDS. | 


| It Is Said That Four Banks Cannot Be 


Found That Will Give Interest 
on the Deposit. 

It is more than probable that the munic- 
ipal funds may be thandled in the same 
manner this year that they have been han- 
died for years past. An answer has been 
given the resolution introduced by Coun- 
ciiman Thomson, at the meeting of the 
new council on Monday night, to the effect 
that it is not possible to find four char- 
tered banks in Atlanta willing to give in- 
terest and security to get the city de- 
posits, 

It is said that this has been the reason 
why for years the city deposit has been 
placed in one bank, and not distributed 
equally among four of the chartered banks 
of the city, as is required by the old or- 
dinance that Councilman Thomson has 
brought to light. 

This old statute requires that when the 
deposit belonging to the city in the -hands 
of the treasurer shall amount to more 
than $5,000, that the municipal funds shall 
be divided equally between four chartered 
banks of deposit and discount. For some 
time past the treasurer of the city has 
deposited the funds of the city with one 
bank, and this action tis gaid to be due to 
the fact that four banks could not be 
found in the city willing to agree to the 
terms as set forth in the statute. 

Regarding the question that has been 
brought out by Councilman Thomson, City 
Attorney James A. Anderson has the fol- 
lowing to say: , 

“The law governing the deposit of the 
city’s funds has not been broken to any 
great extent, for the simple reason that 
four banks cannot be found in the city 
that are willing to accept the deposit of the 
municipal funds on the terms as set forth 
in the statute. Accordingly the treasurer 
has of a necessity been forced to use his 
own discretion in the matter with the re- 


:- sult that one bank has had these depos- 


ts. 

“It would be an easy matter to regulate 
the deposit of the funds if the specified 
number of banks could be found willing to 
pay interest on the deposit and also to put 
up good security against possible loss of 
the city’s money.”

In the first place, it is easy 
to make a farm self-sustaining, and 
when that is done. the largest part of 
the problem is solved. "When a farmer 
doesn’t have to go in debt for the sup- 
plies that he should raise himself, it is 
a@ very easy matter to get out of debt 
and keep out. The farmer who raises 
his own supplies of.every sort may then 
very easily turn his attention-to raising 
a few hundred pounds of choice mutton, 
several hundred pounds of choice butter, 
and several hundred chickens with their 
product, and large numbers of choice 
beef cattle, for which there is always a 
hungry market. 

It ig easy to trump up objections to 
such suggestions. In the first place, to 
manage successfully such a farm as this, 
the man who has charge of it wil] have 
to keep away from town and the cross- 
roads store. He will have few holidays 
during the year.. There will not be an 
hour of any day when he will not be 
obliged to give attention to some one 
of the many departments of his farm. 
He will have new curses and new cares, 
unexpected set-backs and perhaps many 
disheartening experiences. But what of 
it? Do not these things come to every 
man enggged in business, from the ped- 
dier with his pack to the man who is 
managing the interests of a million-dol- 
lar trust? 

Such experiences are inseparable from 

any successful business; they are in- 
herent in it; and one of the main trou- 
bles with our farmers today is that they 
have refused to regard their calling as 
a business ;demanding their constant 
time and attention. The great majority 
of them have been accustomed to work 
hard six months in the. year, and devote 
the other six to loafing around and sit- 
ting about. Is it not so, brethren? You 
know it is the fact. and all your neigh- 
bors know it. How is it possible for 
any calling to be truly prosperous when 
those who follow it work only half the 
year? ‘There is no other business un- 
der heaven, except farming, that could 
have stood the strain of such neglect for 
60 many years. But the time has come 
when circumstances and conditions im- 
periously demand a change in the bus- 
iness of farming. : 
. But there will be another objection to 
the suggestions which we have been 
making. It will be said that the land 
owner: who has a tenant system will in- 
sist on the all-cotton system. This, how- 
ever, will cure itself. The land owner 
who does that will find that he is not 
only ruining his tenants, but himsel.. 
He will soon have no tenants, or he will 
be willing to sell out to the thriftiest. 

We desire to call attention to the ar- 
ticles published relative to the packing 
house of Mr. T. R. Sawtell in Atlanta. 
In exploiting the fact that Atlanta’ has 
a large establishment of this kind in 
successful operation, some other facts 
have come out that are still more inter- 
esting. Mr. Sawtell buys the scrub cat- 
tle of Georgia and fattens them. He 
has one steer worth $80 on his feet, 
a scrub that has beén fattened at his 
stock yard. In other words, this steer 
is worth as much ag four bales of cot- 
ton at present prices. An ordinary 
beef that is worth from $8 to $25 before 
fattening is worth from $45 to $80 after. 
It costs Mr. Sawtell more to fatten beeves 
than it would cost the farmers. 

The native grasses of Georgia are all 
that {s desirable, and a beef brought to 
Atlanta in prime condition on the 1st of 
September has eest the farmer very lit- 
tle and ig worth as much as two balés 
of cotton. Why cannot the farmers of 
Georgia take note of these facts and

An Act of Justice. 

In a recent editorial, The Constitution 
had occasion to severely criticise a pub- 
lication in The Daily Tribune, of Au- 
gusta, which publication severely reflect- 
ed upon the cotton mill owners and op- 
eratives of Atlanta.

Mr. Nelson’s Letter.

As will be seen by a reading of the 
letter, Mr. Nelson, who is a wealthy and 
respected northern man, for many years 
a citizen of Atlanta, is a republican of 
convictions.

As to Our Policy. 

The democratic policy, briefly stated 
here, should be to throw no abstacles 
in the way of the ratification of the 
peace treaty, but rather’to aid in bring- 
ing that result about, since it concerns 
the interests of the whole country, and 
not of any party, wholly to eliminate 
Spain ffom the questions which our peo- 
ple will be called on to déal with. This 
secured, the democrats would thén be 
free to place themselves behind a decla- 
ration pledging thig country to give the 
Filipinos a free and an independent gov- 
ernment when the moment seemed au- 
spicious to do 80. 

With respect to the republican policy, 
it was said in a recent Washington let- 
ter by the editor of The Constitution, 
that “that party will favor the ratifica- 
tion of the peace treaty and will oppose 
any further action; that they will hold 
it to be time enough to cross the Philip- 
pine bridge when they get to it; that, 
in the meantime, the islands should be 
“eld under strict military government; 
and that if, in God’s own, time, it is 
demonstrated that the Filipinos are able 
to take care of themselves and desire 
to maintain a government of their own, 
it will then be’ opportune for the United 
States to take up the question and act 
accordingly.” 

The New York Commercial says of 
this extract that “‘it will be accepted by 
the republicdns with some modification 
of phraseology as a fair statement of 
their position; that the republicans are 
for ratification of the treaty and then 
for making haste slowly, especially with 
regard to the Philippines.” 

Nevertheless, we venture to think that 
there are certain matters relating to the 
present and future of the Filipinos with 
which the republicans, instead of mak- 
ing haste slowly, will have _ to deal 
promptly. It is inconceivable that the 
people of this country will indorse a 
new war in the Philippines, no matter 
what its excuse or dimensions, on the 
ground that the republican party de- 
sired to make haste slowly. We make 
this suggestion for The Commercial to 
feed upon, and not with any desire to 
arouse a useless controversy. 

Another thing worthy of attention is 
that the loud and hasty exclamations 
made by the newspapers by certain 
orators after the war are not/ to be re- 
garded as representing in any shape or 
degree the sober and conservative opin- 
ion of the people; and when we say that 
this statement applies to thé anti-im- 
perialists as well as to the expansion- 
ists, our contemporary will acquit us of 
any intention to display partisanship. 

Practically a new question has been 
aroused by the surrender of Iloilo to 
the insurgents. Practically, the insur- 
gents have taken the place on their 
own responsibility, and now before gur- 
rendering to the Americans they are 
thoughtful enough to ask what the 
Americans have in store for them. The 
sober and conservative people of this 
country will not regard it as an unwise 
or an unnecessary question; and it 
should not be an embarrassing one 
even to the republicans. If an answer 
should be refused, and the military 
forces of this republic are placed in the 
attitude of making war on a people who, 
having resisted one form of oppression 
are afraid of another, what explana- 
tion will the republicans give to those 
who make and unmake parties? Re- 
publican editors may not regard the 
matter as very serious; perhaps it may 
not be; and it certainly is not serious 
provided the administration outlines its 
policy instead of engaging in a new and 
an unnecessary war. 

The New York Commercial, pursuing 
its gomments, says “it is preposterous 
for a Nebraska politician, discredited by 
defeat on one great national policy, to 
decide off-hand that the natives of the 
Philippine islands are capable of organ- 
izing and maintaining a civilized, self- 
governing state.” It is more than pre- 
posterous for a New York editor to at+ 
tribute to Mr. Bryan remarks that he 
never made, and that he has had no oc-, 
casion to make. The Commercial quotés 
the remarks of Mayor Quincy, of Boston, 
who said: : 

A government of the people, Ly the people 
and for the people, is indeed the American 
ideal, and we must hold it constantly be- 
fore the peoples over whom we have raised 
our flag; but our first duty is to give them 
a government for the people, an 
stage of political development is not such 
as to make it possible that such a govern- 
ment could be .of the people and by /the 
people, then it would surely be inexcusable 
folly for us to attempt to establish it. 

This view, The Commercial says, “is 
substantially that held by the president.” 
If this be so, why should not the pres- 
ident let his policy be Known, especial- 
ly to the Filipinos who, beset by doubts 
and fears, are anxiously inquiring what 
they are to expect from the Americans?

Welcoming Northern Immigration. 

Editor Constitution—Ccrtainly every rea- 
sonable man will admit that a state, to be 
politically * healthy,” must have at least two 
well-orcanized, reputable, opposing parties. 

That the populist party is tos dead to 
resurrect. 
~ That the old republican party of Georgia 
has for years been simply a ghostly form, 
without power for good, void of other de- 
sire than political spoils. 

That the two great parties of the country 
are now, and will be for a long time in the 
future, the republican and democratic 
parties. 

That any party ‘to succeed in the south 
ought to, and must be dominated and con- 
trolled by its moral and intciligent white 
citizens, 

That granting the elective franchise to 
the blacks at the time and im the manner it 
was done was wrong in principle, bad 
politics, a detriment:‘to the country and the 
negroes themselves. 

If Iam correct in the foregoing, it is also 
true that the organization of a republican 
party 1n Georgia, with which self-respecting 
white residents could affiliate, would be a 
blessing to the state in that it would estab- 
lish conditions there which are considered 
desirable in all other localities. 

A leading politician of this secton re- 
cently remarked that, 

“This year marks the end of sectionalism. 
There will be a national republican party 
in Georgia in consequence. 

“The usefulness of the present party or- 
ganization has been outlived. It has dem- 
onstrated that it can accomplish nothing 
more on the old lines, and thuugh it will 
be hard on the old leaders and the colored 
people to be sent to the rear, the march 
of events will push them aside in the near 
future.’’ 

This man seems to clearly recognize what 
has slowly dawned;~and is dawning upon 
many of the intelligent people of America, 
black and white. Instead, however, of its 
being ‘‘hard upon the blacks,’’ as stated by 

im, it seems to me that nothing which 

an happen will bring such good to the 
colored people as, for the present at least, 
to utterly ignore politics. 

In President McKinley’s speech to the 
colored students at Tuskegee ne emphasized 
the necessity of ingrafting upon their daily 
life two qualities that are the sure roads 
to success and comfort—integrity and in- 
dustry. With these, the president assures 
them, they can remove the difficulties in the 
way of their reaching the plane of respéc- 
tability, prosperity and content. 

Integrity and industry, as he expressed 
it, must be acquired by each individual, to 
have and hold as his inalienable possession, 
not by inheritance, but by exertion steadily 
and earnestly put forth. Employment waits 
on them, capital requires them, citizenship 
is not good without them, No man who has 
them ever gets into the police court, or be- 
fore the grand jury, or in the workhouse, or 
in the chaingang. 

“If you do not already have them,’ 
cluded the president, ‘‘get them.” 

No true friend believes that engaging in 
politics as they have done will tend to the 
industry or integrity of the colored people, 
anivthe sconer they eschew politics and en- 
gage in character building, the sooner will 
they attain what the president advises. 

It is my ehservation that a respectable 
colored man, speciai'y fitted by education 
and intelligence to fill any desirable and 
prcpee place, will not only be permitted, 

ut assisted to secure it by the peope of 
that portion of the south with which 1 am 
familiar, 

If I am mistaken in this, the way to ac- 
complish such result is for the colored peo- 

le to fit themselves for the intelligent, 

onest exercise of suffrage, relinquish their 
inordinate desire to ‘“‘run the machine,” 
abandon a solid black vote and divide their 
strength between the two great parties of 
the country. 

There is no more reason why all colored 
men should now be republican than that all 
white people should be democrats; the soon- 
er both races divide on politics and the 
nearer equal the division, the better for 
our state and all its people. 

If it could be known that we are to have 
a well-organized republican party, and 
that citizens* who by education and prefer- 
ence are republicans could have some voice 
in the selection of those who are ‘to repre- 
sent them in the government of the state 
and nation, such knowledge would bring 
thousands of good citizens to the state of 
Georgia, 

Clean, decent, respectable party organiza- 
tion and smanagenient is not only a bless- 
ing to the community, but to the opposing 
party; therefore, in my judgment, the dem- 
ocratic party of this state is, or should be, 
favorably interested in the organization of 
an opposing party whose constituency is 
respected, whose methods and action can be 
commended, and whose influence tends to 
the improvement and elevation of politics, 
rather than to genera] disgust therewith. 

If I am correct in all this, now is the 
time for republicans who are such from 
principle, who have the best interests of the 
state and its people and their own party at 
heart, to procure the organization of such 
a party as will command the co-operation 
of sympathizers and the respect of oppo- 
nents.. 

I have no plan of organization, no inten- 
tion to pose as a political Moses in further- 
ance of this idea. I am too much of an in- 
dependent to be very graciously accepted by 
either party, but I am exceedingly anxious 
for the existence of such a party as I have 
suggested, not only on political grounds, 
but as one of the means to secure relief 
from the conditions you so vividly portray 
in your edition of Sunday, relative to ‘The 
money the south has lost by refusal to 
make it,’’ and in the letter of Mr. Moran, 
Monday, on the same line, both of which 
give facts that are appalling, but absolute- 
ly true. 

What I have suggested may seem irrele- 
vant, but when you consider the subject 
in all its bearings I feel sure you will agree 
with me that my idea is one of the ways to 
accomplish the results for which you are 
striving. 

We want men, farmers accustomed to 
succeed, thoroughly posted in the raising 
of diversified crops, as an object lesson to 
our own farmers, 

We want men with brains and money, to 
inaugurate a new system of farming; men 
who can ‘control their products when har- 
vested; we have sufficient pauper farmers 
now. 

Political conditicns have large influence 
in. determining a locafion for people who 
are worth having, and who are able to de- 
termine the locality in which they shall 
settle, to their own taste. 

If we ever succeed in getting any con- 
siderable numi@r cf people of this charac- 
acter they must come largely from the in- 
terior and northwestern states. From per- 
scnal contact and discussion with hundreds 
of this class of men, I am satisfied that 
neither our delightful climate, our cheap 
and fertile lands, or our strong desire for 
these people to come, will bring them, 
until some more congenial political asso- 
ciation than has heretofore existed can be 
provided. 

If we really desire success, let us be bold 
enough to do all the things that are requis- 
‘ite in_order to succeed. Respectfully,

HOW TO FERTILIZE THE FARM WHILE 


FATTENING THE LARDER AS WELL 


More Evidence That Beef.and Pork Point the Way to Success. 
Mr. Fred Koch Talks of the Rhine Valley and Howlt * 
Thrives—The Tenant Farmers of Georgia—How 
They Could Get Out of the Ruts. 


} 


The fact ‘that the farmers of Georgia can 


find an excellent market for their labor in 
supplying their own tables, is one which 
is now becoming as well known as it is ex- 
traordinary that it has been ignored here- 
tofore. 

Wagegoning. corn over rough mountain 
roads to a distant market, when the same 
could have walked in the shape of fat upon 
a hog’s back, simply shows the mediocrity 
into which people can sink unless there 
arises within their midst a leader to point 
the way to succes:'. 

In the discussion heretofore had, Mr. 
Sawtell, the meat king of Atlanta, has dem- 
orstrated this so clearly that there are 
many who feel astonished that they did not 
speak it before. The other meat men of 
this city fully indorse all that has been 
said, and hold to the proposition thit the 
road to success lies through thé cultivation 
of cereal and root crops, and its evolution 
in turn into hogs and cattle, which, ywnder 
the cleaver of the butcher, can be made to 
yield returns far surpassing the ambitious 
expectations of many-acred cotton plant- 


ers. 
ee 


One of those who has read. with most in- 
terest of this revival of the discussion as to 
what we shall eat, and where shall it come 
from, is Mr. Frederick Koch, of Koch 
Bros., this city. These two gentlemen were 
born in the Rhine valley of Germany, and 
years ago, having first passed through bus- 
iness experience in Illinois, decided to lo- 
cate in Atlanta, and established there a 
butchering market. They have built up a 
large meat business and have dealt exten- 
sively in stock andpin meat supplies. Mr. 
speaking from behind his meat 
board, said: 

“Of course I do not pretend to say what 
southern farmers ought to do, but I know 
very well what I would do were I to go out 
and settle on a farm. The greatest money- 
making business of evéry country in the 
world, is that of live stock. Wherever you 


see it carried on, you find money and plen- ; 


ty. The idea of a man working a whole 
year on a farm and then failing to supply 
fhimself with the meat, the wheat, the 
fruits, the root crops and the other necess!- 
ties of existence, is something so preposter- 
ous that I cannot understand it. In the 
Rhine valley, where I was born, evcry lit- 
tle farmer, no matter how small his hold- 
ings, had his cow and his pig, his goat and 
sheep. He has carefully attended to the 
coming of their young as he would to the 
same occasion in his own family, and his 
chief reliance was in the surplus stock 
which he. thus raised. Upon such a farm, 
not a2 root, not a turnip, not a carrot, not a 
weed was lost, but everything was turned 
in for food for the animals, and thus there 
was nothing wasted and everything was 
turned to profit. 
ee 

“These farms have heen in cultivation 
for 1,500 years, and yet you never hear talk 
of worn-out lands, while here in this coun- 
try you find worn-out lands where they 
should be in their virgin state. This con- 
dition is brought about by the keeping of 
animals in such numbers that manure 
enough is stored away to keep the land 
perfectly fertilized. The Rhine farmer rec- 
ognizes the value*of the smallest trifle, and 
everything in the way of refuse is returned 
to earth to again germinate into producing 
life. The leaves are gathered together and 
thrown into the manure pile. Crumbs, 
droppings and every conceivable agent of 
fertiity is as carefnlly: husbanded as if 
they were lumps of gold. The result is.that 
this land for century after century, retains 
its producing power, and returns the rich- 
est crops for the labor expended upon thern. 
Here you will see that the animals become 
first the fertilizers of the farm, then the 
furnishers of milk, of butter and the agents 
of work, and finally fattening, they become 
the meat upon which the people feed. Un- 
der such a system as this there would be 
no need for the immense concerns scatter- 
ed ali through the south, manufacturing 
fertilizers at fancy prices, to be waggoned 
out to new broken fagms. Tihat one item of 
money alone left in the farmers’ pocket 
would pay him a good dividend on his in- 
vestment.’’

“Then,” said Mr. Koch, “there is in 
the south more inducement for stock rais- 
ing than there is either in the north or 
west. Corn-fed meat, besides being too 
dear, is too oily or too rich. I speak 4s 
an expert in the business when I say as 
between the beef and the pork fed on 
corn and that fed on cotton seed hulls 
the latter is far the more palatable, the 
more easily preserved and possesses the 
Lm mercantile quatities. The cotton seed 
11] is cheaper feed than that of corn, and 
when to this can be added the natural 
growths, as well as the abundant root 
crops which our country affords, there is 
no occasion whatever for fearing competi- 
tion with the great west. There is a great 
idea abroad that vast plains are needed in 
which to turn cattle loose, paying no at- 
tention to them for two or three years. 
Now the fact of he matter is that that 
is a very wasteful policy, because we 
lose the fertilizing quality which is one 
of the points in cattle; and then again we 
should push the fattening of these ani- 
mals from the very first, instead of turn- 
ing them loose to starve awhite before 
we conclude to put them to the use for 
which they were intended. 
ee a 
“That business which is worth going into 
is worth our whole attention, and i know 
this is just as true of every department 
of farming as it is of any other business. 
The farmer must look over his fields, gath- 
er up the stones.and pile them away, or 
use them to stop water breakg- into h's 
land. He must fertilize this spot and then 
that. He must utilize every green thing 
which grows to feed to his animals. He 
must plan and think with enthusiasm to. 
make the most out of what he has, and 
he must feel a joy in seeing his hogs or 
hig steers fatten up until its frame can 
scarcely carry the meat upon its back. 
Meat markets are to be found every where. 
In the nattiral order of things there are 
farmers who will alway's neglect their op- 
portunities and who must buy from their 
more fortunate neighbors. Therg will al- 
ways be enough of such people as these 
to furnish a neighborhood market gor a 
Then when you 


| Nebraska or to Iowa for what they want 
to eat. Any woman at the head of a 
family in the state of Georgia can take 
Care of enough hogs, feeding them 
with the refuse matter at hand 
around the house, to bring tn more moncy 
than will the cotton crop made by her hus- 
band and four or five children amount to 
when brought into market.”

Mr. Koch spoke very interestingly all 
aiong this line and declareq that he was 
ready to buy all the meat which could be 
brought into him.

Atlanta butchers are not 
buy meat from abroad to sup- 
Ply the loca] demand, when they would be 
more than glad to buy it from farmers of 
the surrounding country, if it were only 
to be had. Butchers will pay 4% and 6 
cents per pound for dressed hogs, from 


-0-pound Georgia hogs are worth more 
money. than a whole bale of cotton, and 
yet they have not demanded the work of 
a year and the red tape which is concern- 
ed in raising the staple. With such an 
inducement as this ahead of our people,

The tenant farming interest in Georgia 
has grown to be so large that it must be 
reckoned with as one of the leading factors 
in the discussion which is now being pur- 
sued. The average well-to-do tenant farm- 
er, running a one-horse farm, is supposed 
to have a family of wifé and four children. 
Thirty acres with a little pasturage thrown 
in forms the basis of the one-horse farm, 
for which the tenant agrees to pay two 
bales of cotton a year. Supposing that he 
raises eight bales of cotton, which is rath- 
er good work, it brings him in $200. His 
corn he eats and feeds to his mule, his peas 
go the same way, as well as potatoes and 
vegetables. He may have one cow and two 
pigs, one of which he kills in the fall for 
early meat, the Other he kills at Christmas 
and eats up during the week before he 
Starts out in the new year, and thus he 
Stands face to face with the world, after a 
whole year’s hard work, with what result? 
Let us see. He really has to his credit only 
$2000 for his eight bales of cotton, which is 
granting him the wdighest success possible. 
’ Two bales of this cotton go for rent, re- 
ducing his pile to $150. One bale goes for 
fertilizers, reducing him to $9125. Then 
comes off another bale for ginning, bagging 
ties and so on, reducing him to $100; $20 
spent for flour, $35 spent for bacon, $10 for 
Sugar, coffee, sirup and so forth; 325 for 
dry godds, shoes and personal uses, and $3 
for repairs to implements takeg $95 off of 


the $100 which remained in his pocket. 
oe 
Is it any wonder that this man, as he 


looks at the possible $5 which may be left 
to himself, should feel blue and wonder 
“what in dingation am I going to do!’ 
Now just figure it up another way. Sup- 
pose his wife has thrown out her slopgs to 
three more hogs, to four, even to five more, 
that would have cut off his expenditures for 
meat, paid for some of his flour, furnished 
part of the fertilizer with which to have 
lessened his fertilizer bill, and he would 
have seen his way clear into having some 
money in his pocket. Of course, this takes 
a little thinking, but in the language of the 
immortal Flanagan, ‘‘what is he there for 
but to think?’’ Too many of this class of 
farmers lose their opportunities for food 
producing simply because they do not in- 
tend to stay on the place another year, or 
because they say they are afraid they can- 
,not get it another year, and they do not 
want to do unnecessary work for the land- 
lord. It does not seem to occur to them 
that instead of taking a one-year lease, the 
landlord would have been just as willing to 
give them a ten-year or a fifteen-year 
lease, or, as a final resort, the landlord 
might has sold them the land entirely on 
very easy terms.

Consolidated Directors Will Con- | 
sider Matler This Month, | 


WHAT MR, HURT HIS OF IT 


Conditions Are Now More Favorable for 
Adopting Transfer System, 


REMARKS OF PRESIDENT WOODRUFF 


Preparations Are Being Made To im- 
prove the Service on Many Lines. 
New Cars Are Also in 
the Course of Con- 
struction. 


There is a very strong probability that 
before fhe summer months have arrived the 
Consolidated will have adopted a system 
of transfers on a part of their Hines at 
least. 

At the next meeting of the directors. of 
the Consolidated the matter of transfers 
will be breught up, and while it is, of 
course, impossible to tell positively what 
plan the directors will adopt, it may be 
looked on as certain that they will adopt 


some plan whereby transfers’ will be 


granted. 
The officers of the Consolidate@ have 


arrive in the affairs of the company when 
they could, without injuring themselves 
and their property, grant transfers. The 
officers of the company do not say that 
they anticipate adopting, in the immediate 
future, a system of transfers, but they do 
say that the Consolidated is in a better con- 
dition than ever before to grant them, and 
they do not say that the time for which 
they, thave been looking has not arrived. 

The fact that the matter of transfers is to 
be discussed at the next meeting of the di- 
rectors, is sufficient evidence that the time 
has arrived when the company may consid- 
er putting on a system on some of its lines, 
at least. 

One of the officers of the company stated 
yesterday that while it had always been 
the intention of the company to grant 
transfers as soon as conditions warranted 
it, that they had never intended to grant 
thenmmexcept under certain rules and regu- 
lations formulated by the company. His 
remark wes significant of the fact that the 
company congféered the original transfer 
ordinance, as os ad by the city of Atlanta, 
hirtful«to the agfjpany, and that while 
transfers might eranted it would not 
be on such a pread scale as prescribed in 
the ordinance. 

_Mr. Joel Hurt said yesterday, in referring 
to his affidavit filed in the court: : 

“The Consolidated is now preparing to 
make improvements on many of its lines, 
and the matter of transfers will doubtless 
be brought before the directors at their 
next meeting; which occurs some time this 
minonth. As to what the Qirectors will do, 
Iecannot say, as I am only one of the diréc- 
tors, but you may say that conditions have 
arrived where they may entertain more fa- 
Vorably the matter of transfers.’’ 

One of the difficulties in the way of trans- 
fers has been heretofore the infrequency 
That 
this is to be remedied as soon as possible, 
is known to bea fact, and it is believed, 
that with’ the increased service, transfers 
will be granted on certain lines. 

President Woodruff, of the Consolidated, 
sald yesterday, when asked about the prob- 
ability of having transfers at an early date, 
that he.knew of no plan now. He did not 
deny, however, that a plan would be dis- 
cussed at an early date, or that the condi- 
tions had arrived when the matter of 
transfers might be considered favorably. 
He dit state, on the contrary, that im- 
provements would be made which would be 
favorable to the granting of transfers. Mr. 
Woodruff said: 

“We are engaged now in building cars so 
that the schedules may be improved on 
many of our lines. The new cars are to be 
built as soon as possible, and two of them 
are now almost completed. These cars are 
to be wsed to increase the service on many 
of our lines which may or may not be ta- 
ken as significant of the fact that it will be 


possible to grant transfers on lines thus - 


benefitted.” 

The officers of the company feel a hesi- 
taney in throwing out promises about 
transfers until the matter has been brought 
tefore the directors of the company and 
they have taken some action, but it is 
haown that some of the dfrectors, at least, 
fayor the adoption of transfers on many of 
the intersecting lin The fact that the 
officers of the co ny consider the con- 
ditions mow favorable for a discussion of 
the matter and for other improvements 
which they are preparing to make, may be 
taken as an indication that the matter of 
transfers is about to be solved through 
sume plan that they will adopt. For some 
time the officers of the company have been 
imaking a study of the transfer business, 
ard they are thoroughty familiar with the 
different plans in operation in other cities.

Most of Them Are Wholly Neglected, buta Few Have Been Cared for, Fwo by 
Northern Hands--State House Officers Doing Their Best To Locate All. 
Other News and Gossip of a Busye Day at the State House.

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confederate organizations alone; but to in- 
sure success, we cordially invite every 
one who is interested in the confederate 
cause to contribute their mite toward the 
accomplishment of this noble object.” 

In corresponding with the war depart. 
ment .at Washington on the subject dur- 
ing the past year, General Evans has learn- 
ed that the officials there are possessed of 
very little information on the subject. In 
fact, they know practically nothing atout 
the location of confederate graves, and 
there is plenty of, work ahead for General 
Marcus J. Wright, who has béen assigned 
by President McKinley to collect the de- 
sired statistics. General Evans said yester- 
day that he had gone into the work as far 
as possible, and that he was glad to have 
been able to contribute enything at all to 
the good cause. The commission’s report 
says: 

“It has been ascertained that while the 
graves of our scuthern soldiers wiho died 
as prisoners of -war ‘have been generally 
neglected, there are a few instances in 
which patriotic and humane efforts have 
been made to remove the reproach of this 
neglect from our country’s name. Among 
indivi'aval efforts stands conspicuous tle 
work of a widowed southern born woman,’ 
Mrs Alice W. Waterman, who found a 
lonely cemetery near Madison, Wis., where 
137 confederate prisoners \had bewn buried, 
‘ind by personal liberality and labor turned 
the spot into a place now called ‘Confeder- 
ate Rest.”

In reporting bis ania of the change in 
the state’s fire insurance risk, which will 
not only increase the amount but save 
Georgia about $4,000 a year for the next 
three years, The Constitution unintention- 


ally made a mistake in describing the new , 


policy a8 what is known as a “blanket” 
policy, in which fifty companies shared the 
risk. “Omnibus” is the technical word, the 
former being something entirely different 
in insurance parlance. In making this cor- 
rection yesterday Governor Candler took 
occasion to thank those who had helped 
him bring about the new system, which has 
the advantage of being much more gatis- 
factory to all concerned than the old one, 


. besides being much cheaper. He said: 


“Nhe state’s property is not covered by a 
‘blanket policy,’ but by fifty policies in as 
many of the best companies doing business 
in the state. Mr, Knowles has not writ- 
ten a single one of these policies and will 
not. The truth is the legisiature, of which 
Mr. Knowles is a leading member, in the 
general appropriation bill directed me to 
take out term policies for three years, in- 
stead of annual policies as heretofore, and 
to have all policies date as nearly as pos- 
sible from’ the Ist of January. This neces- 
sitates the cancellation of all outstanding 
policies which do not expire on that day, 
When I undertook to carry out the law I 
discovered thhat the state’s insurance was 
not in good shape, there being no uniform- 
ity in the desctiption of jhe same property 
in two or more different policies, on the 
same property. Some was ,under valued 


‘ and others over valued, and there was no 


equity in the premium rates. 

“T therefore thought it best to put the 
state’s insurance on a business basis. I 
proceeded to do so, and in the work I em- 
ployed Mr. Knowles, a leading member of 
the legislature and an insurance man of 
the highest personal and professional char- 
acter, to aid me. We proceeded to make 
out with much care and labor, not a dilan- 
ket policy’ but an omnibus form to be 
used in all policies written for the state 
and embracing all the property of the state 
no matter where situated. We raised the 
valuation of some of the state’g property 
and lowered that of others, so as to con- 
form to the law that requires that it be 
‘insured at one-half its actual value.” This 
done, I got Mr. Knowles to go to the ex- 
ecutive office of the Southeastern - Tariff 
Association and ask for a new and a lower 
rate on the state’s property. : 

“This we secured, and thus saved the 
state nearly a thousand dollars a year in 
premiums. Now, should a fire occur and 
any part of the state’s property be destroy- 
ed, every company that has issued a policy 
to the state would pay its pro rata share 
of the loss, for all policies cover all the 
property of the state and Moet particular 
pieces of property. For the first time the 
state’s insurance is on a business basis. 
Mr. Knowles has written no part of the 
State’s insurance and . to do so. 
He was employed by me to the neglect of 
his own business to aid me in shy Ng our 
insurance on a business basis. For his ser- 
vices he has received no compensation, di- 
rectly nor indirectly, and declines to re- 
ceive any,” ae

Act of Recent Legislature Makes Them 
Subject to New Payment. 


NONE HAVE PAID THE TAX 


Tax Collector Stewart Has Secured a 
List of the Dealers. 


HE WILL ISSUE FI FAS IN A FEW DAYS 


Beer Agencies, Ticket Brokers, Baseball 
Parks, Abstract Companies and 
Detective Agencies Liable. 


By an act passed at the last session of the 
general assembly all persons or firms sell- 
ing cigarettes must pay a license of $5, an@d 
in default are subject to fi. fa. and are also 
guilty of a misdemeanor. The provisions of 
the act also cal} for a license from ticket 
brokers of $50, from baseball parks of $50, 
from detective agencies of $25, from abstract 
companies of $50, and from beer agencies 
of $200. 

This act became operative some time ago, 
Lut up to date none of the cigarette dealers 
of the city have registered or paid their 
license. The act being a state law, the tax 
must be paid into the office of Tax Col- 
lector Stewart, who said yesterday that 
none of the dealers included under the act 
had confermed with the law. 

There are ninety-nine cigarette dealers in 
Fulton county. Tax Collector Stewart Se- 
cured a list of them yesterday and said he 
would proceed at once to issue fi. fas. 
against them. He said that none of them 
had registered? and that the books would 
soon be closed, and there would be no other 
regource but for the dealers : 
oe et lers to pay costs on 

“I am compelled to call the attention of 
the grand jury to the matter, and if the 
license is not paid in a very short time the 
dealers will be indicted when the first ses- 
sion of the grand jury is held. The law is 
@ recent one and is’ not Known among ‘the 
dealers. Probably this is the reason that 
they have not paid their license. 

“T have a list of the dealers and find that 
there are just ninety-nine. They will be 
notified and fi, fas. issued against them 
very soon, as I cannot wait long after the 
first of the year. 

“If the tax is not paid it is a misdemean- 
or and the offenders are punishable by law. 
I think as soon as the dealers know that 
this tax is required of them they will read- 
ily pay up and save the casts.” 

There are about four ticket brokers in the 
city and no detective agencies. There are 
two abstract companies an@ a number of 
beer agencies. 

The new’ provisions of the act are an 
amendment to the general license act pass- 
ed by the legislature, and have become op- 
erative within the last few weeks.

| Superintendent Slaton Says. More 
School Buildings Are Necessary. 


TWO SESSIONS DAILY IN NEGRO SCHOOLS 


Hundreds of Children in the City Hold 
School Tickets, but Are Unabie 
To Find Seats. 


There are no more vacant seats in the 
public schools, and many children who 
have made application for accommodations 
have been turned away because there was 
no room for them. 

This state of affairs is due to t 
that there are not enough school buildings 
in the city, and the same obstacles that 
were met with last September when the 
schools were’ opened for the fall term have

appeared again. 

Superinterdent Slaton, of the public 
schools of the city, says that something 
must be done to find room for the new 
applicants for seats. He says that to ac- 
commodate all who are anxious 10 find 
seats would require at least three new 
schools, one for whites and two for ne- 
groes. » 

In all the negro schools, he said, the 
teaclters ‘are holding two sessions daily, 
~-rd this has been going on ever since 
the school term began in September. 
In one of the negro schools, where there 
was accommodation for about 400 pu- 
pils, there. were over 6%). applieations. 
At least 0 children are being taught 
in that school at present by having two 
sessions each day. 

Mhe corditions in the schools for white 
children are not qvite so bad, but we 

' are certainly in need cf at least an- 
otker school for whites, and if possible, 
mere -than one. If there was another 
vhite school in the city, I could fill 
it within two days. .We are at a loss 
what ‘to do at present to assist those 
children who have made applications 
and are unable’to find accommodation. 

The crying need for more public 

-gchools should be strongly advocated 
and brought to the attention of. those 
in authority, and the next school year 
ought to find the city richer by at least 

t new buildings. Unless new build- 

ings are built this year the number tn- 

able to find seats will be increased, and 
something will certainly have to be 
done to change this state of affairs. 

We, of course, give tickets to al] who 
make application for them, but we can- 
not guarantee applicants seats in the 
schools, Such a thing is impossible, 
and all that we can do is to give the 
first child applying the first vacancy 
that occurs. The process of placing 
these applicants has been slow, and at 
present there are hundreds of children 
in the city for whom we are unable to 
find seats. , 

Superintendent Slaton says that despite 
these disadvantages the work in the schools 
has been unusually satisfactory since the 
"Beginning of the term in September, and 
that the children, have made excellent rec- 
ords in the work prescribed by the board. 

Some sickness has been reported among 
the pupils of the various schools, but: on 
the whole the attendance has Deen very 
satisfactory. The work discontinued for 
the Christmas holidays has been resumed, 
“and the prospect for a successful session 
seems to be unusually good.

TELLS A 


» STORY THAT THRILLS}

A tall, heavy set man, with sharp eyes 
and a habit of talking in a low tone of 
voice strolled into The Constitution office 
yesterday morning. He was at the first 
giance a man of striking appearance and 
the unusual tan that covered his features 
gave the impression at once that he had 
only shortly arrived from the tropics. In 


his make-up, and especially in the man-, 


ufacture of hig hat, it could be easily 
guessed that he had not long been in the 
south and that at some time in the near 
past had been familiar with the western 
plains. 7 

The man introduced himself as Henry A. 
Mason, formerly. a ranchman residing in 
North Dakota, and more lately a con- 
fidential agent of the United States gov- 
erment. His presence was unique and the 
quiet manner in which he told who he was 
at once attracted to him considerable at- 
tention. He didn’t care, he remarked with 
a smile, to get into the columns of a daily 
newspaper, an@ that he was only just ar- 
rived in this country from Havana, Cuba, 
and had stopped over in Atlanta on his way 
to Washington, where he would make his 
official report to the government. His sole 
desiré, he said, was to have himsélf resur- 
rected, as he had been reported dead. 

In reply to questions relative to the na- 
ture of his work in Cuba while the war 
was in progress, Henry Mason would say 

~ hothing, Lut was perfectly willing, he said, 
to tell how he got to the island and a few 
of the things that happened to him there. 

Mason explained in the outset of his story 
that he had lived for the past fifteen years 
near the town of Bismarck, N. D., and had 
worked on a ranch just over the Montana 
line during that time. He was, therefore, 
perfectly familiar with the work in many 
of its pheses that he was to take up at 
the outbreak of the war with Spain and 
knew well the duties as well as the haz- 
ards of a apy’s life. ; 

Leaving Washington in the early part of 
last spring, Mason went direct to Tampa, 
Fla,, in company fwith George Seymour, a 
man who, coming also from the western 
plains, was to aid him in his work in 
Cuba.. The two agents of the government 
sailed in a private vessel for Matanzas, 
Cuba, and reached that town on the even- 
ing of April 23d. 

2 Thrown Into Prison. 

“The day after reaching Matanzas,” said 
Mason, “Seymour and I were arrested on 
the coach of a train bound for Havana, and 
were handcuffed and closely watched until 
our arrival in Havana. 

“To the best of my knowledge (I had 
never been in Havana before) we were 
taken to a Luilding near the arsenal in the 
center of the city and kept there for two 
days in chains. | 

“Finally a guard came to the room in 
which we were confined and blindfolding us 
and binding our arms so that we could not 
resist we were taken over the bay in a 
boat to a fortress. I have never found out 
yet whether we were taken to Cabanas or 
to Moro castle, such was the closeness of 
our confinement while there. In the cell in 
the fortress we remained for nineteen days 
and at noon on May 15th were taken out 
of the fortress and released. It was evi- 
dent that no proof could be obtained 
against us and when we were turned loose 
our goods, which had been taken, were re- 
turned to us. 

“Seymour and I remained in Havana, 


] living first at one place and then at anoth- 


er, until July lst, and on that day we first 
heard the news of the naval engagement 
at Manila and of the destruction of the 
Spanish fleet.. We heard also at the time, 
from the same sources, that Cervera’s fleet 
was locked up in the harbor of Santiago. 

“With this news wé@ started to the south 
through the country, intending to go to 
Cienfuegos, but reached no further point 
than a small place Ly the name of Esperan- 
zas, where wWe were taken up again by 
Spanish troops and thrown in prison. This 
time we were carried by a guard’ to Santa 
Clara. In a dungeon in Santa Clara. we 
were kept closely watched until September 
15th, when at midnight we effected our es- 
cape from the place.”’ 

How They Escaped. 

In reply to questions, Henry Mason told 
graphically of the escape from prison. He 
stated that he and Seymour had given the 
plan much attention. Filing the bars in 
two, the two Americans leaped out at night 
on the guard stationed at the place and 
disarmed them without much trouble. 

‘“‘We took the two Mauser rifles belonging 
to the guard,”’ said Mason, ‘‘an@ together 
struck out at random to find the insurgent 
lines, “We traveled so for five nights on a 
stretch, resting during the day in clumps 
of bushes to avoid detection, and finally 
obtained information that le@ us shortly 
into the insurgent lines. Here we found 
that the war with the United States had 
practically come to an end. 

“My companion, Seymour, had not beén 
well during the long walk we found nec- 
essary, and, in fact his condition Lefore 
leaving the Tynited States was not such as 
to warrant him undertaking the task before 
us but he was all right at heart and kept 
up the pace as long as his strength lasted. 

‘While we were in the insurgent line Sey- 
mour developed malarial fever and in his 
weakened state the malady had an easy 
prey. After a short illness the man died 
an@® we gave him a rude burial] there on a 
hillside in the province of Santa Clara. 

“We lived during all this time in a de- 
serted farmhouse in the vicinity and after 
the death of Seymour I made my way back 
to Havana, 

“In Havana I remained until a week ago 
last Wednesday, when I took passage on 
the liner Mascot for the United States, ar- 
riving at Tampa only a day or two ago, 

“That is all, I believe, that I can say 
about my experience in Cuba, except to 
add this: That I have the spot where Sey- 
mour is buried fixed in my mind, and after 
settling my few affairs in Washington I 
intend to see that Seymour’s remains are 
brought back to this country and given a 
decent putting away.”’ 

Henry Mason squirmed under fhe pencil 
of the artist, who while he was telling ‘his 
short story was taking a likeness of the 
man who risked so much to serve his coun- 
try and suffered much. 

Mason leaves for Washington at once 
and there will give an official account of 
what took place under his eye in Cuba and 
the part the played in the hundred-day 
drama in the tropics. . 

In speaking of the Cuban and in com- 
paring him with the Spaniard Mason said: 

‘When I left the United States I had 
the best opinion of the Cuban- and thought 
the Spaniard a coward. Now, having seen 
much of both, the opinion is just reversed. 
The Cubans altogether are poor specimens, 
while I believe that no braver people live 
than the Spaniards. 

“One thing particularly I want you to say 
—a fact that I noticed while on the island 
and which made a great impression on me— 
I never saw a Spanish soldier druyjk. 

“T confess that the same thing cannot be 


sald of our soldiers, and particularly of the 
volunteers.”’

Colonel and Mrs. Hi. were married at 
Hamilton, in Harris oungy, Georgia, on 
January 4, 1849. Mrs. Hill’s maiden name 
was Miss Cordelia, Cook. She was the 
daughter. of Mr. Osbourn-Cook, one of the 
most successful planters and merchants in 
that section of the stafe. She was seven- 
teen years old when the marriage cere- 
mony was performed afd’ Colonel Hill was 
twenty-four. ‘“‘The wedding occurred at 
the bride’s house,’’ saf@ Colonel Hill, ‘‘and 
the ceremony was performed by Judge E. 
Y. Hill. Judge Hill was not related to me, 
but he was one of my friends and when 
I told him that I was going to be married 
he insisted on performing the ceremony. Of 
course I YTeadily agreed to this ysequest 
under the circumstances. Almost every 
one in Hamilton attended the wedding and 
my wife and I were thejrecipients of many 
hearty congratulations from our friends. 


We left immediately for LaFayette, Ala., 
where my father, Mr. Wade Hill, of that

place, gave us a reception. Here we spent 
the first year of our married life. Then 
Wwe returned to Hamilton, where I em- 
barked in the practice of law.” 

During the decade which immediately 
preceded the outbreak of the war between 
the states, Colonel Hill was one of the most 
potential factors in Georgia politics. He 
served his district in the state senate for 
four years in addition to filling other posi- 
tions of public trust and honor. He was a 
member of the secession convention which 
met in 1861 and was a member of the com- 
mittee. which drafted the ordinance of 
secession. Subsequently he was sent as a 
commissioner to Arkansas to urge the peo- 
ple of that state to join with the confed- 
eracy. He remained in Arkansas for three 
months and eventually succeeded in the 
object of his visit. When the war came on 
he entered the Thirty-first Georgia ‘regi- 
ment and was soon afterwards elected lieu- 
tenant colonel. At the close of the war he 
moved from Hamilton to Albany and im- 
mediately thereafter he was chosen to 
represent Dougherty county in the legisla- 
ture. 

In 1865 Colonel Hill moved to Atlanta, 
where “he successfully practiced law until 
1884. ‘During that year he began to fail in 
health and found it necessary to withdraw 
from the activities of the profession. Mov- 
ing to Dallas, Ga., he remained there until 
1890, when he moved to East Point, Ga. 
There he remained until two months ago, 
when he returned to Atlanta for the pur- 
pose of spending his declining years where 
he achieved his greatest victories at the 
bar. ‘Directly after the war Colonel Hill 
was active in restoring the state to civil 
rule and he was on the state democratic 
executive committee when Cobb. and 
Toombs and Hill figured in the celebrated 
Bush Harbor speaking. He says that 10,000 
people at least were present on that oc- 
casion and that eloquence was then at 
high water mark in Georgia. “There are 
many events in the past,’’ said Colonel Hill, 
“over which I delight to linger and the 
older I get the more prone I am to ‘dwell 
upon them. Of course the event in my life 
which stands out in bold relief above the 
others is the one which my wife and I will 
celebrate tomorrow on the golden anniver- 
Sary of our wedlock. On account of my 
feeble condition we cannot meet our friends 
around the festal boards, but we send them 
our most cordial greetings not only for the 
present New Year, but for many years to 
come.’ The friends of this honored couple 
heartily reciprocate this sentiment and 
wish for them on this happy day, which is 
fragrant with the perfume of love's first 
honeymoon, unbounded joy throughout the 
remainder: of their pilgrimage on earth.

Mr. Milton Camp, who is the retiring cily 
councilman from the first ward, and lately 
connected with the firm of Camp Brothers 
& Co., was seen at -his home last even- 
ing, but would say nothing in regard .to 
the appointment. He stated that he had, 
in fact, received no official notice that he 
would be tendered the place, and until that 
was done could say nothing for publica- 
tion.

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The reply of the railways entering At- 
lanta to the chamber of commerce in re- 
gard to alleged discriminations against this 
city was read yesterday at the meeting of 
the directors of the chamber. 

Phe letter was addressed to Mr. V. V. 
Bulleck, secretary of the chamber of com- 
merce. There was no discussion by the di- 
rectors, who accepted and referged the pa- 
per to the transportation committee. 
synopsis of the answer was published 
The Constitution about two weeks ago, but 
the entire report is interesting to all ship- 
pers here. 

Vice President W. E. Finley, of the 

Southern railway; Vice President E. St. 
John, of the Seaboard Air Line; Vice Presi- 
dent J. M, Egan, ofythe Central of Georgia; 
Traffic Manager H. F. Smith, of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis; President 
George C. Smith, of the Atlanta,and West 
Point, and General Manager T . Scott, of 
the Georgia railroad, signed the answer for 
the railway companies. 
. These gentlemen, all of whom are thor- 
oughly acquainted with the Atlanta rate 
situation,. start out by saying that they 
gave the subject serious consideration and 
approached it with a sincere desire to 
remedy any improper rates. Then some 
general suggestions follow on the subject 
of rate making or rate growth. 

Taking up the complaints one at a time 
the railway officials say in regard to the 
rates to Chattanooga that from Ohio river 
points they have usually been made the 
same per ton per mile as to Atlanta. Asa 
matter of fact some of the rates to Chatta- 
nooga are less per ton per mile than ta 
Atlanta and some are higher. They are 
greater to Chattanooga on grain, flour and 
other grain products and hay in car loads 
and less on cotton ties, dried beans, crack- 
ers and soap. Steps will be taken to adjust 
the rates which are lower to Chattanooga 
and the promise is given that they will be 
orought into line. In fact the rate on cot- 
ton ties has been advanced. | 

Rates to Augusta are next discussed and 
it is shown that with one exception the 
rates complained of from the west to Au- 
gusta are no less than to Atlanta. The ex- 
ception is soap and it is urged that this 
difference has not been injurious to At- 
lanta’s soap interests. 

The effect of water competition from the 
west through the eastern ports is discussed 
and it is stated that a ‘‘eomparison cannot 
be fairly made between the rates to coast 
points on the one hand and to Atlanta on 
the other,”’ Atlanta taking all rail rates. 

Rate reductions have been made to Val- 
dosta, Albany and Dublin and the figures 
are given. 

The sdialtin in regard to rates from the 
east to Nashville and Memphis on boots 
and shoes, etc., is explained and it is stated 
that rates were to be advanced January 
Ist to Nashville and Memphis. 

All the other points in the complaint of 
the chamber of commerce are replied to 
and the answer concludes with the state- 
ment: ‘“‘We are anxious that there shall 
not develop any belief on the part of the 
commercial interests of so important a city 
as Atlanta that the managing officials of 
the lines centering at that point are Bo far 
forgetful of their own interests as to with- 
hold from Atlanta any rates which may be 
justified by the eircumstances and condi- 
tions surrounding her position.” 

Rates Are a Growth. 

The paper in full is as follows: 

“December 13, 1898.—Mr. V. V. Bullock, 
Secretary Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
Atlanta, Ga. Dear Sir: In the matter of 
the presentment of the Atlanta chamber 
of Commerce to the various railway com- 
panies centering at Atlanta, with respect 
to freight rates to and from Atlanta as 
compared with the rates to and from var- 
ious other southeastern cities: 

“The question has had the serious and 
earnest consideration which it merits. It 
has been approached with a sincere desire 
upon the part of the railway companies to 
remedy any improper adjustments of the 
present rates which may be found to exist. 

“The present adjustment of freight rates 
in the southeastern section of our country 
has been a matter of growth and develop- 
ment rather than what might be termed 
‘manufacture.” The question of the rates 
themscives has been less difficult of settle- 
ment than the relation which one rate 
shall- bear to some other rate. It is easier 
to fix the rate on grain from Louisville to 
Atlanta than it is to satisfactorily deter- 
mine what relation that rate shall bear to 
the rate frcm Louisville to Chattanooga or 
Macon. Differences between the carriers 
themselves have almost invariably grown 
out of failure tc agree as to relative rates 
and not actual rates. Those differences 
have sometimes been settled by the peace- 
ful method of discussion or arbitration.

rates. This finds more frequent expres- 
sion in-the importunities of individual ship- 
pers for reductions cf rates, on the ground 
of alleged reductions from other points. In 
many cities. the commercial organizations. 
such as the chnservative body which you 
have the honor to represent, enter upon 
an investigation of these questions and 
the attention of the 
proper railway officials any unjust discrim- 
inations against their cities, or in favor of 
pther cities, which they believe to exist. 
[It is to such an appeal that we have now 
addressed ourselves. 

No Antagonism. 

“Happily, tese discussions are now gen- 
erally free from any spirit of antagonism 
Or mere captious contention. Traffic of- 
ficials find that as business men get a 
broader knowledge of this question, they 
discover that the making of freight rates 
is not a matter of guess work or Caprice; 
that the curriers in their own sphere are 
constantly seeking to preserve the proper 
relation of rates between competing cen- 
ters, and that changes which appear easy 
of accomplishment may be far-reaching in 
their results. Discrepancies will unavoid- 
ably find their way into the tariffs, either 
by error or oversight. These it is the duty 
of the proper officials te correct. But, on 
the Whole, substantial changes in the gen- 
eral relative adjustment of rates are in- 
frequent wid are matters of grave col- 
cern, 

“The foregoing suggestions having oc- 
curred to us, we beg i¢ave to conser jn 
detail the several schedules submitted by 
you and which ‘for convenience we wiil 
designate as exhibits . B, C, etc. 

° Rates from the West. 
“EXHIBIT ‘A’—RATES FROM THE OHIO 
RIVER TO THE POINTS NAMED. 

“A comparison is made of the rates on 
various commodities to Atlanta, Ga., on the 
one hand, and to Chattanooga, Augusta and 
the South Atlantic coast points on the 
other thand. 

“First—With respect to the rates to Chat- 
tanooga, vs. rates to Atlanta. 

“For many years past the rates from the 
Ohio river to Chattanooga have generally 
been made the same per ton per mile as 
the rates to Atlanta. Where the rates to 
Chattanooga are not made on this basis, 
it igs the exception and rot the rule. As a 
matter of fact, some of the present rates to 
Chattanooga are greater per mile than to 
Atianta, while others are less; the former 
is true of such important commodities as 
grain, flour and other grain products and 
hay in*‘carloads, and the latter is true of 
such commodities as cotton ties; dried 
beans, crackers and soap. On these last 
named commodities it would seem that the 
rates to Chattanooga are relatively lower 
than they ought to be and steps will be 
taken to readjust these rates: In fact, the 
rate on cotton ties to Chattanooga has al- 
ready been ‘advanced, and mesures are 
now under way looking to a further ad- 
vance. The rates on the other commodi- 
ties shown in the exhibit are not believed 
to be relatively lower to-Chattanooga than 
_to Atlanta. 

‘“‘Second—Rates to Augusta vs. rates to 
Atlanta. é 

“For more than twenty years past the 
rates from the Ohio river to Augusta have 
generally been made the same as to At- 
lanta on what are known as the merchan- 
dise classes, and where the preseyt rates 
are not made on this basis it igthe excep- 
tion and not the rule. A glance at the ex- 
hibit will show that the rates on all of 
the commodities shown therein are the 
same to both points, with the exception of 
salt, upon which the rate to Augusta is 2 
cents higher than to Atlanta, and except 
also On soap, upon which the rate to Au- 
gusta is 4 cents less than to Atlanta. In- 


vestigation shows that this latter difference | 
cation. Complaint was filed with the inter- 


has been in effect for the past fourteen 
years and that it grew out of the fact that 


the rates on soap from the east to Augusta 


were made necessarily low on account of 
the ocean competition via Sayannah in con- 
nection with the Savannah river boats, and 
corresponding reductions. were then made 
from the Ohio river. There is nothing pre- 
sented to show that this adjustment is to 
the injury of the soap interests of Atlanta. 
Charges to Seaports. 

“Third—Rates to Atlanta vs. rates to Sa- 
vannah, Brunswick and Charleston. (Note 
—The rate on glucose to Savannah, etc., is 
26 cents instead of 19 cents, as shown in 
the exhibit.) 

“The carriers, in adjusting their rates 
from the Ohio river to Savannah, Bruns- 
wick, Charleston and other South Atlantic 
points must endeavor to at least partially 
meet.the low rates made to those cities, 
either from the eastern seaboard via direct 
ocean transportation at low rates, or from 
interior points having the benefit of low 
rail rates to the North Atlantic seaboard, 
added to the very low ocean rates thence. 
As already stated, the all.rajl lines from 
the west attempt to only p@rtiaNy meet 
this competition. As a matter of fact, 
there is continually a large movement of 
western products to the South Atlantic 
ports through Baltimore and other North 
Atlantic ports. in connection with the 
steamship and sailing lines operating from 
those ports, and it {s a fact that only re- 
cently western lines have seriously con- 
templated.a still further reduction of the 
rates in order to secure even a reasonable 
praportion of the tonnage moved. 


“From this it will be seen that in the. 


very nature of things a comparison can- 
not fairly bé made as between the rates 


to these coast-points an the one hand and 
the rates to Atlanta on the other hand. The 
circumstances and conditions are so dis- 


similar that the carriers do not. feel that it |: 


could be fairly or reasonably claimed that 
the adjustment of the rates to interior 
points removed from the coast should be 
scaled down to the basis of the rates to the 
port cities which are subject to the strong 
competitive influences above referred to. 
“This situation we believe is so well 
known to you and to the members of the 
chamber.of commerce of Atlanta as to re- 
quire no further explanation on our part. 


Some Reductions. 


“EXHIBIT ‘B’—RATES TO VALDOSTA, 

GA. 

“Since this matter was brought to the 
attention of the carriers, material reduc- 
tions have been made in the rates from 
Atlanta to Valdosta, Ga., the present rates 
being as follows: 3

“It is hoped and belleved that this sub-

“EXHIBIT ‘K’—RATES ON VARIOUS

MACON, AUGUSTA, COLUMBUS, SA- 
VANNAH, ANNISTON, ALA., AND 
ANDERSON, S. C., 

‘There seems to be some inaccuracies in 
this exhibit. The rates on ‘handles and 
broom corn from Nashville to Savannah 
seem to be reversed. The rates from At- 
lanta to Macon are, on thandles 30 cents, 
and on broom corn 19 cents. The rate on 
handles, less than carloads, from Nashville 
to Anderson is 32 cents and from Atlanta to 
Anderson on the same commodity 20 cents. 

“It is believed that a careful examination 
of this exhibit will not disclose any unjust 
discriminations against Atlanta or in favor 
of Nashville. The rates from Atlanta are 
less in all instances, and in most cases 
materially less than from Nashville. It is 
true that the rates from Atlanta are great- 
er per mile than the rates from Nashville, 
but it is quite usual in the adjustment of 
freight rates that the shorter the distance 
the higher per mile the rates, and on the 
whole it is confidently believed that the 
present rates from Atlanta are not unfair 
Or unreasonable. 

“With respect to the rates to Anderson, 
S. C., it is likewise true that the rates from 
Atlanta are considerably less than from 
Nashville. In fact, 
in most instanees the full Atlanta proper 
rates are charged trom Atlanta to’ Ander- 
son on business from Nashville and other 
western points, and where an exception 
must be made to this rule, it is owing to 
the necessity of equalizing through Atlan- 
ta rates in effect through so-called Virginia 
gateways; i. e., Norfolk, Richmond, Lynch- 
burg, etc.

“As you are probably. aware, the ques- 
tion really involved in this feature of the 
matter is now the subject of legal adjudi- 


state commerce commission that the rates 
from the east to Chattanooga are higher 
than to Nashville, and the question is now 
in the courts. The lines participating in 
the Nashville traffic via the various south- 
ern routes have simply met the rates fixed 
for them by other routes and by circum- 
stances beyond their control; that is to 
Say, rates via the trunk lines operating to 
Sincinnati and Louisville, Ky., in connec- 
tion with the low rates offered by river car- 
riers from Cincinnati and Louisville to 
Nashville. The Southern lines felt justi- 
fied in meeting this competition, and in car- 
rying the freight at a small margin of 
profit over the cost of carriage without 
believing that the mere fact of such par- 
ticipation ought to force down the rates 
to Atlanta or other points in the southeast 
which are not subject to the same com- 
petitive influences as tend to fix the rates 
at Nashville... As a matter of fact, the 
lines operating via ‘southern routes to 
Nashville are not able to maintain even 
the rates shown in the exhibit. Indeeg, 
at this time the rates to Nashville are 
somewhat lower than those shown in the 
exhibit and have been forced upon the 
southern lines by reason of reductions in 
force via the trunk lines; b effective 
January 1, 1899, the rates from the east to 
both Nashville and Memphis will be ad- 
vanced materially; but still the rates will 
be less than to Atlanta. If the southern 
lines were to remain out of fhe Nashville 
and Memphis business altogether by ar- 
bitrarily advancing their rates to figures 
as high as or higher than to Atlanta, it 
would not change the situation at Nashe 
ville or the relation between Nashville and 
Atlanta.
